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In like manner, in any other Cafe where z and '%, are two AbfcifTeS 

whofe Difference as a Meafure is z ; and y,y thetwoOrdinates; 
the Magnitude of the Figure will be implied by the Magnitudes of the 
two Polygons which are made from the Sum of the infcribing and 

circumfcribing Elements zy&ndzy, although the Figure itfelf is not 
to be refolved into any fuch primogenkl rectangular Elements. 

And thus, I think, the Symbol k, confideredas a component Part 
of the Rectangle zy, may bear a plain Interpretation ; viz. that it 
is the Meafure according to which the Quantity z is meafured; nor 
can I fee that any other Interpretation need to be put upon a Symbol, 
which,, like a Meafure, is ufed only to make other things known, bud 
is of itfelf for nothing but a Mark. 

And what is faid of the Elements of the firft Refoiution, is eafily 
tipplied to thofeof a fecondor third, and foon; the laft may always 
be confidered as the Meafure of the former and indivifible, although, 
in refpect of the following, it be taken as the Part according to which 
the Meafure was made, and therefore divifible. 

The candid Reader is defired to Jlrike out a Remark of mine, about 
the Comet of iy<j:<$, fubjoined to an Obfervation of the late Comet 
made at Lisbon, printed in Page 123 of the lafl Tranfadlions, N 9 44<>.

So that in all probability there happened fome Mifiake in making this 
Obfervation. 
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
